The "wet" votewa 
not out in full strength, as it was not 
regular election day, and the weather 
was fine for outdoor work. 

The total voto cast last spring for 
mayor was 1,405. Total vote cast ytt 
terday was 718, of which 41 wero "dry' 
and 072 were "wet " 

These figures are not official. The 
friends of the ordinance claim they can 
Induce one councilman who has prom 
ised to vote "wet" to change his mini 
and thereby defeat the results of yester 
day's test. But on the other hand 

friends of the repeal of the ordinanc 

say five of the eight councilmen hav 
promised them that if they defrayed th 
expenses of the election, they would 
surely abide by the decision of the DM 
jority of the cltistns who east their bej 
lots in obediem e to the call for the elec 
tion.

Twenty Workmen Hurled 
the Ground. 

Woostek, O., Oct. 0.— While work 
men were r.iising the roof on Daniel 
Wiles' barn yesterday at Golden Cor 
ners, eight miles north of this city, the 
framework broke just as the men had 
the roof timbers in position, letting the 
heavy mass of oak timber fall upon 20 
men engaged in the work, and hurling 
them 60 feet to the ground. All of 
them received injuries, six of them hav 
ing limbs broken.

Captured After Year*. 

Hamilton, O., Oct. 6. — Word has been 
received here that Lewis Vanhise, want 
ed at Westchester, O., for murder, is 
under arrest at Salem, Or. Vanhist 
was indicted by the Butler county grand 
jury in October, 1891, for the killing of 
old man Cutler, aged 7<t years, at Hart's 
sahxm, in Westchester, September, 1891 
Vanhise had been raising a disturbam t 
in the saloon, and Cutler stepped up ti 
him and asked him to be more quiet 
Vanhise pulled his revolver and itrnol 
Cutler a fearful blow on the temple 
fracturing his skull. Cutler died the 
next morning. 

Killed by Electricity. 

Stei'ben vii.LE, O., Oct. fi. — Benjamin 
Duvall, son of ex-Councilman Jackson 
Duvall, was instantly killed at the 
powerhouse of the Sfeubenville Gas and 
Electric Light company. He was work- 
ing at a machine when his right arm 
came in contact with a metal brush 
while his left hand was resting on the 
metal disk. This formed an electric 
current of 1,000 volts through his body. 
He was 27 years of age and unmarried

The call says : 

"The conditions . which confront tin 
workers demand that Immediate steps 
be taken to organize in defense of a fret 
and ontrammeled suffrage. We have 
therefore, established a national patriot 
ic association, to be known as thi 
•Minute Men of '!)(;,' for the purpose of 
off-setting the intimidation and coercion 
Which is being practiced in every state 
of the Union."

Cornish, Me., Oct. 6. — Mrs. Betsy 
Hobbs, a widow, aged 70 years, was 
brutally murdered at her lonely home 
in Maplewood, in the western part of 
Parson 's Field, yesterday, and her body 
was nearly entirely destroyed by lire.

SPANISH DEFEATED. 

General Weyler's Western 
Campaign a Failure. 



THREE BATTLES WERE FOUGHT 



Spanish Soldier* Defeated and Forced to 
Retreat Ily General Macros .Men— Cor- 
respondent* Not Allowed to Send Out 
the Newt -Filibustering Steamers Closely 
Matched. 

Havana, Oct. 6.— Captain General 
Weyler's inital operations inaugurating 
the campaign in the extreme west, in- 
tended to entrap Maceo or defeat and 
drive him east, have proved a failure. 
General Melguizo, who as military gov- 
ernor of Piuar del Rio, was delegate dby 
the captain general to start the ball, has 
been defeat** in three successive en- 
gagements with Maceo in the mountains 
of Pinar del Rio, where, with the com- 
bined columns of Colonels Francis and 
Hernandez, he attacked the rebel posi- 
tions. The Spanish columns goffered 
tremendously and were compelled to re- 
treat to the coast. 

Maeeo's forces outnumbered the loyal 

troops fonr to one. He commanded in 

person, surprised the Spanish camp at 
night during a terrible rainstorm, and 
besieged it for IS hours. The com- 
mander finally evacuated it and cut his 
way out, retreating toward the coast, to 
telegraph Captain General Weyler a( 
Havana that another victory had been 
won. Trustworthy unofficial reports of 
the engagement give the Spanish losses 
as . r >y killed and Ii4 wounded. The rebel 
loss was 17 killed and '2:5 wounded. 

The news fell like a bombshell in the 
palace. The captain general will not 
even permit the Havana representatives 
of the Madrid papers to wire the farts, 
and he gave strict orders to the press 
censor and postoffice officials to use 
every effort to prevent the news of the 
failure of his plans from getting out. 
The editor of El Diario del Ejercito, the 
army organ, whose paper is seldom if 
ever censured, for daring to print a few 
details was called to the palace by the 
captain general and severely repri- 
manded. 

WATCHING FILIB UST ERING STEAMERS 

Three Vessels Heing Detained in Fort at 
Jacksonville, Fla. 

Jacksonville, Oct. 0.— "If the Daunt 
less attempts to leave port tonight I 
will sink her." That was the messa 
which Captain Kilgore of the United 
States revenue cutter Boutwell sent yes 
terday afternoon to Captain Lomm of 
the Dauntless. Captain Kilgore suit 
the message because he is convinced 
that the Dauntless is preparing to put t 
sea to meet the Laurada, which is com 
ing south. From the Laurada arms 
and men will be transferred to th 
Dauntless, and the latter will land th 
expedition in Cuba. 

In addition to these expeditions th 
Junta's agents here are preparing, it is 
reported, to dispatch the Commodon 
toOnbS and later the Three Friends 
when the later vessel which has beei; 
libeled by the United States govern 

ment, is allowed togiveboada 

The three vessels, the Dauntless, the 
Commodore and the Three Friends are 
now in port up at the same wharf, while 
60 yards away lies the cutter Boutwell 
with port holes open, and guns shotted 
ready to fire on either of the suspected 
steamers which may attempt to leave 
Jacksonville without satisfying the au- 
thorities that no violation of the neut- 
rality laws is intended. 

Steam was made yesterday on the 
Three Friends for the purpose of blow- 
ing the water out of her pipes, and n<> 
sooner did the black smoue begin com- 
ing from her stack than ;i boat shot out 
from the side of the revenue cutter 
Boutwell and came over to the steamer. 
In the boat were Captain Kilgore and 
his second lieutenant. The junior oftt- 
cer went aboard the Three Friends and 
remained all day. 

It is alleged by the Spanish consul 
that a secretly organized company exists

An Outbrenk Against Them Kxpected Id 
Kastern Kentucky. 

Grayson, Ky., Oct. <?.— Mormon el- 
ders are swarming like locusts in East- 
ern Kentucky, taking advantage of tin 
intense political excitement. They art 
moving, selecting positions, gaining 
footholds and laying lines for the se- 
verest religious conflict of modem 
times. There are over 1,000 picked men 
in the field. They scout in pairs, go 
"footback," enter every cabin, preach 
in every grove and schoolhoose, sow 
their literature knee deep. They dividi 
the field into states, townships, boards 
and wards, have presidents, teachers. 

prophets, elders, etc. Each warkei 
makes a weakly report to his higher of- 
ficer. They swap, shift, change, sepa- 
rate and hold conferences as circum- 
stances demand. 

There is now being planned an align- 
ment of forces in eastern and western 
Kentucky to invade central Kentucky. 
The only opposition comes from "the 
mules." a mutual protective order 
which has passed out the word to moun- 
tain householders that if any one ol 
these Mormons is fed or lodged tin 
feeder will lie the center of attraction 
in a necktie party.

Ht brought With him t mass Of paper- 
relating to official business which ban 
engaged his attention during his ab- 
sence from the city and spent the morn- 
ing principally in consultation with the 
assistant secretaries and Other officials 

of the state department touching the 
public basin ess, 

Matti rs are said to bt in better shape 
than usual at the state department at 
the beginning of the winter season, 
there being fewer issues of great im- 
portance pending and there are in less 
acute stagi-s than is generally tin- cast, 

The Venezuelan controversy has pro- 
gressed slowly, hut in the main satis- 
factorily during the past summer, and a 
cou]de of notes have been exchanged 
between Secretary < dney and Lord Sal- 
isbary since the publication of the last 

batch of correspond, nee. They are un- 
derstood to be partly argumentative in 
tone, and, while tin y do not by any 
means of themselves bring the negotia- 
tions up to the closing point, they mark 
a fair degree of progress toward the 
clearing away of mutual misunder- 
standings and tend to simplify the ef- 
forts making on both sides, not only to 
adjust the Venezuelan issue itself satis- 
factorily, but to effect an agreement at 
least upon a general set of principles 
that shall govern the settlement of 
future disputes between the United 
States and Qrtat Britain by means of 
general arbitration. 

There is a well defined belief in dip- 
lomatic circles here that, as a result of 
Joseph Chamberlain's visit to this coun- 
try, some definite understanding has 
been reached between him and Secre- 
tary Olney in respect to a final settle- 
ment of the long-pending Venezuelan 
dispute. Just what the terms of the 
agreement are no one is Washington is 
prepared to say. 

Secretary Olney and Ambassador 
Pauncefote are expected to get together 
during the present month, when the re- 
sult of the conferences between Secre- 
tary Olney and Mr. Chamberlain will 
take formal shape in a proposition from 
the British minister to our secretary of 
state. This proposition, it is believed, 
will be so much more liberal than any- 
thing Great Britain has heretofore pro- 
posed that the United States will be 
able tO accept it, and thus place Venezu- 
ela in a position for an amicable settle- 
ment of the question.

THAT "STANDARD LIE." 

"Keep your shirt on," was the advice 
given by Hon. Stephen A. Douglass to 
!iis Republican friends when be spoke 
lere some days ago, but the editor of the 
ublic Ledger does not seem disposed to 
hee 1 that advice. 

The following appeared in a recent 
sme of the Bi i.i.ktin :

The 
interests of the producers of the country, 
it- farmers and workingmen, demand 
that every dollar, paper or coin, issued 
by the government, shall be as good as 
any other." 

Just four years ago, the Republicans 
not only declared in favor of both gold 
and silver as ftandord money, but they de- 
mended it.

Now, 
if legislation creates the chief demand for 
money, // Wt legislate K as to utilize silver, 
we increase the demand an<l thus inuxase the 
ralue ot silrer.

FOREST FIRES IN CALIFORNIA, 

Torrent* nf Flame* Hushing- Down tin- 
Canons Toward l'nsadenn. 

Pasadena, Col., Oct. f>.— Forest fires 
are raging on the mountains, and only 
strong efforti prevented the fire from 

crossing Dark canon and sweeping the 
whole front range, on which the Echo 
Mountain hotel and Mount Lowe rail- 
way are located. 

Those who were fighting the fire re- 
port a solid sheet of flame 45 feet high 
rushing and roaring down tho canons, 
and it was only when it reached the 
low brush that they wen- able to cope 
with it at all.
